U.S. Evacuees Speak of Their Tears and Torment

BAGHDAD — An Iraqi Air- 
ways jumbo jet left Baghdad for 
London on Sunday carrying 437 
mostly American and British wom- 
en and children from Kuwait and 
Iraq, airport sources said. 

Another Lraqi Airways flight ar- 
rived in Baghdad earlier on Sunday 
carrying 175 mostly Americas 
women aod children. and airport 
sources said they would fly out lat- 
er on the Traqi jet. 


The latest flight brings the num- 
ber of American women and chil- 
dren evacuated from Kuwait by 
US.-chartered Lraqi planes to more 
than 450. In addition hundreds of 
Britons have left Kuwait and Iraq 
since Presideat Saddam Hussein 
ordered the release of Western 
women and children 12 days ago. 

About 300 Americans flew home 
on Saturday from Amman, Jordan. 
the main transit point for foreign- 
ers leaving iraq and Kuwait. They 


were evacuated through Baghdad 
on the first two U.S. mercy flights 
out of Kuwait since Iraq invaded 
an Aug. 2. 


Traqi authorities are holding 


hundreds of Western men at sensi- 
tive civil and military installations 
throughout Kuwait and Iraq to de- 
ter possible attacks by U.S.-led 
forces in the Gulf. Many hundreds 
more are reported to be in hiding. 


U.S. Embassy sources in Bagh- 


dad said the embassy bad not been 
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given access to an Amierican man 
shot and wounded in Kuwait City 
on Wednesday, apparently for vio- 
lating a curfew. An fraqi Informa- 
tion Ministry official has said the 
man is hospitalized in Kuwait and 
his wounds are not serious. 

Some of the women and children 
waiting in an airport lounge in 
Baghdad before boarding the U.S. 
plane for home talked of their ex- 
perience, many tormented with 


anxiety for the men they bad left kill 


behind. 

“It was the hardest decision in 
τὴν life 10 leave my husband but he 
wanted the children to have an op- 
portunity to survive,” said one 
woman, who asked only to be iden- 
tified as Claudia. 

Holding one of ber two-week-old 
twins, Claudia said she wanted to 
tell her husband in Kuwait they 
had escaped unharmed. 

“There were no nurses: there 
were only two doctors in the bospi- 
tal when J gave birth.” she said. Ἵ 
was frightened because 1 could hear 
hear explosions outside while 1 was 
in labor. 

“The hospital was in very bad 
condition. It wasn’t clean at ail. 
They told me to leave within six 
hours of giving birth”
